The positive and continuous 
movement of air through the

cupants. The am ount of cooling 
to take place depends

the 
volume of air moved and the 
difference in outside - inside 
tem perature. 
Fan capacity (cubic feet per 
m inute) is determ ined by the 
volume of the house and the 
fact that we want to get around 
40 air changes per hour. A 
house with a floor area of 1,200 
square feet and ceilings 8 feet 
high has a volume of 9,600 cubic 
feet. 
This volume 
is 
to 
be 
changed 40 tim es in an hour 
so multiply 9.600 tim es IO. 
Then 
to 
get 
fan 
capacity, 
divide by 60 minutes and the 
answer is 6,400 cubic feet per 
minute. The fan will have a 
capacity for the whole house, 
but can be used to ventilate 
and cool one or several rooms. 
This is done by keeping all 
windows closed except those in 
the rooms to be cooled and 
ventilated. 
The window fan is lim ited in 
the arca it can cool and is likely 
to lie noisy, at least noisier than 
an attic fan.

The 
general 
situation 
of 
Pickaway County com fields is 
very good except for some soil 
crusting. Farm ers should keep 
a constant check on each field 
for insect dam age. 
Be on the alert for cutworms, 
symphylans, wireworms, white 
grubs, webworm!, slugs, seed 
corn beetles, flea beetles, and 
seed 
corn 
maggots. 
Starting 
now, each corn field should be 
inspected 
at least 
weekly 
if 
losses are to be avoided or 
mnlmized. 
Insects and Minimum or no 
Tillage 
Corn 
Production 
— 
Minimum or no tillage corn 
production is being accepted by 
Ohio corn producers. Although 
this practice has several ad- 
v a n t a g e s agronomically, it 
presents 
many 
problems 
in 
insect control. 
M easures 
for 
control 
of 
terrestrial pests (arm yw orm s, 
chinch 
hugs, 
European 
corn 
borer, com leaf aphid, etc.) are 
not greatly affected.

HOW EVER the incidence of 
these pests is expected to in­ 
crease. Chemical control of soil 
insects in m inimum tillage will 
b e c o m e 
more 
diffcult. 
Research has shown that seed 
pests 
(seed 
corn 
m aggots, 
w i r e w o r m s , etc.) usually 
become more serious as a result 
o f little tillage. Other soil in­ 
sects (cutworms, white grubs, 
rootworm s, 
etc.) 
will 
also 
present 
problems. 
The 
m ost 
serious problem will be proper 
placem ent of insecticides. 
All soil insecticides now being 
r e c o m m e n d e d require in­ 
corporation with the soil. To 
date, little data is available on 
how to work insecticides into

Insect problem s will certainly 
develop with a mimimum or no 
tillage 
practice.

Speaking Of Your Health

NEW YORK (AP) —Consum­ 
ers, capital and Cambodia are 
the three major determinants of 
where tile American economy 
goes from here. Among the di­ 
rections it can take at this junc­ 
ture arc recession, stability, in­ 
flation, expansion or some com­ 
bination. 
The importance of consumer 
sentiment is based not only on 
such hard statistical evidence 
as the growing rate of jobless­ 
ness, but on a possible pessimis­ 
tic turn in consumer psycholo­ 
gy. 
Past studies have shot* ii that 
consumer 
buying 
moods 
are 
based not only on the ability to 
buy—as measured by jobs, pay­ 
rolls and savings—but on less 
obvious influences, such as hope 
or discouragement over the In­ 
dochina war. 
While it has been government 
policy to dampen the spending 
desires 
of 
consumers, 
some 
economists now are concerned 
that an overflow of bad news 
might drown out all but utterly 
essential spending. 
Pessimism 
is 
widespread 
throughout the financial world, 
evidence of which is reported 
daily in stock market reports, 
and it has persisted so long now 
that the contagion could spread 
to consumer sales. 
A sharp 
drop in retail sales would signal 
Hic arrival of a recessionaly 
psychology, or the development 
of an overly cautious attitude to­ 
ward the future, marked by 
more enthusisam for conserving 
than for construction expansion. 
The capital situation involves 
an 
upcoming 
tug-o-war 
for 
iunds that could push interest 
rates even higher than they are 
now. 
Industry has enormous 
spending plans; the economy 
does not have the funds for 
them to use. 
Some 
corporations 
already 
are beginning to scrap these ex­ 
pansion plans because of the 
money shortage or because they 
are unwilling to pay high rates. 
But others may be in the game 
until the rope breaks. 
If the demand persists, the re­ 
sulting 
snap 
would 
be 
felt 
throughout the economy. Corpo­ 
rate treasurers vividly remem­ 


ber that back in late 1966 they 
had to scramble wildly for funds 
to finance projects to which 
they were committed. 
Assume, however, that the in­ 
ability to finance will cause cor­ 
porations to simply drop their 
expansion 
plans 
far 
enough 
ahead to avoid being caught in 
such a bind. 
Will 
massive scrapping 
of 
plans push interest rates and 
the inflation thermometer high­ 
er? The experts arc divided. 


Perhaps neither extreme will 
result. Perhaps the forces will 
balance each oilier out. 
The Cambodian problem is as 
difficult to analyze as the others, 
especially for those who try to 
read meaning into the stock 
market. Unable to develop any 
inside information on the war, 
stock analysis is this: If the war 
spreads it is bad for the stock 
market; if the Cambodian ma­ 
neuver eventually reduces the 
conflict, the market will rise.

Chase Continues 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Three 
federal judges have issued their 
ruling in the fate of the famed 
Civil 
War 
locomotive, 
“The 
General,” but indicated the case 
would probably be “taken the 
last mile” to the U. S. Supreme 
Court. 
The 6th U. S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals ruled that the Louis­ 
ville & Nashville Railroad had 
the right to remove the locomo­ 
tive from Chattanooga, Tenn., 
to attempt to take it to Kernes- 
aw, Ga. The decision upheld 
the U.S. District Court in Knox­ 
ville, Tenn. 
The LAN, which claimed it 
had leased the locomotive, took 
it from Chattanooga in 1961 on a 
Civil War Centennial tour and 
planned to put it on display in 
Kennesaw. The train was cap­ 
tured by the city of Chattanoo­ 
ga in 1967 when the LAN tried 
to transport it on a train through 
tile city.

Chancellor Willy Brandt went 
to the brink of giving East Ger­ 
many the full diplomatic recog­ 
nition its Communist 
riders 
want. But the Communists want 
him over the brink 
In the 20 points that the West 
Germany 
chancellor proposed 
to East German Prem ier Willi 
Stoph at their second meeting, 
Brandt offered the East Ger­ 
mans an official representation 
in Bonn 
He made it clear he 
would not oppose United Na­ 
tions membership for both Ger­ 
main states if the Communists 
did not insist on full recognition 
first. 
Stoph, speaking for Commu­ 
nist party leader Walter ITI* 
bricht, held out for full satisfac­ 
tion of Ulbricht’s demands. 
No date was set for another 
meeting, 
indicating that both 
sides want at least a pause 
while they maintain ‘‘technical 
contacts.” 
What, then, has Brandt gotten 
out of his hid to ease the prob­ 
lems of Germany’s division by 
better relations between the two 
German governments? 
In 
the short nm, 
he 
has 
gained enormous publicity, has 
awakened the hopes of the di­ 
vided country, and has added 
some unexpected problems. 
The East German people, cut 
off from the West entirely, look 
to Brandt’s dramatic gesture as 
a ray of hope. Their warm wel­ 
come for him at the first meet­ 
ing in Erfurt so disturbed the 
East German Communists that 
they pressured the West Ger­ 
man Communist party to put on 
a rival show of support for 
Stoph in Kassel. 
The television 
audiences in 
both West and East Germany 
saw and heard the crowds yell­ 
ing Stoph’s name under massed 
red 
banners. 
Demonstrators 
were also on hand from the ul­ 
tra right-wing National Demo­ 
cratic 
party 
and 
the 
youth 
group of the moderate Christian 
Democratic Union. But the righ­ 
tists failed to rally any real 
strength, 
and 
the 
moderates 
went at it in low key. 
‘‘It looked like the only people 


oui to cheer were Communists,” 
one young West German woman 
said bitterly. 
Some observers say that, for 
the Communists, the all-Ger­ 
man dialogue is secondary to 
Soviet interest in keeping Ger­ 
man affairs quiet while other 
problems are faced, notably the 
militant Chinese. But it may be 
that the East Germans cannot 
say 
no 
indefinitely 
although 


their hard-liners would prefer 
to 
If they can’t, Brandt’s gam ble 
may yet bring him the step-by- 
step dividends he seeks. 
He threw out strong bait in of­ 
fering to let an East German 
minister sit in Bonn, and in rais­ 
ing the prospect of East and 
West German ambassadors in 
New York at tile United Na­ 
tions. That kind of recognition 
could be too much to resist.

CHARLOTTE, N. C. (AP) - 
Cotton Owens is a grease sur­ 
geon. When he hoists an engine 
out of Buddy Baker’s shovel­ 
nosed Dodge it’s the mechanic’s 
equivalent to a heart transplant. 
“ Our peak horsepower comes 
at 7,200 revolutions a minute,” 
said Owens in his workshop 
tongue. “ We’ve got to push over 
200 miles an bour on the long 
straightaways and still be dur­ 
able enough to last 500 or 600 
miles.” 
Owens is a mite of a man. At 
46, his hair is as yellow as oleo 
and there’* a wrinkle in his 
tanned face for every wreck, ev­ 
ery blown engine and for the 
times a 30-cent part has ruined 
his machine in a $100,000 race.

Owens is busy preparing the 
426-cubic inch Dodge Daytona 
for the $193,080 World 600, to be 
run Sunday on Baker’s favorite 
track. Not only does the husky 
0-foot-5 Buddy live in Charlotte, 
but has pocketed $67,032 with 
two victories at the Charlotte 
Motor Speedway. 
“ Cotton's the boss in the ga­ 
rage and always gives me a 
good ride,” said Baker. “ Like 
he said, without a good crew a 
driver is skunked.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate plans to vote early next 
week on whether to modify a 
proposal to curb U.S. m ilitary 
activities in Cambodia, but the 
outcome appears unlikely to set­ 
tle the issue.

Sen. Robert P. Griffin. R-Mich., 
one of the Republicans opposed 
to such a curb, said Friday he 
will vote for an am endm ent that 
revises the language in the pro­ 
posal by Sens. John Sherm an 
Cooper, 
R-Ky., 
and 
Frank 
Church. D-ldaho. 
Cooper and 
Church offered 
tile revised language Thursday 
in a bid to reach an accom m o­ 
dation, but Republican leaders 
said the White House feels it 
fails to go far enough toward 
upholding President Nixon’s au­ 
thority to protect U.S. troops in 
Cambodia and Vietnam. 
Griffin said he would support 
the revision because it improves 
the 
original 
Cooper-Church 
am endm ent, which he opposes. 
Cooper-Church forces claim 53 
Senate votes, so the revision is 
likely to be approved. 
But the tally won’t reflect the 
true Senate division on the is­ 
sue. Republican backing for the 
revision will cam ouflage what 
m ost tallies indicate is the ad­ 
m inistration’s m inority position. 
Approval of the revision still 
leaves open the possibility that 
adm inistration 
supporters will 


move via a series of proposals 
to give the President the author­ 
ity he seeks.
